Livingatone bad done 
tnore than any one man had previonaly 
accompliibed— ibore, perhaps, thaa.afi 
previoua explorers — ^'makeoB aoqnaiat- 
ed with the interior of Airica, The ex- 
perience he had aoqnired gave ub re^n 

to expect that hiH latter exploration wonldj 
in point of succeas, compktel;^ eclipse hig 
earlier, and that little or nothing would be 
wanting to perfect our knowledge of the 
ilitenor of Africa. His determination to 
go forth onco more to complete if possible 
^hat he had begnu, not to unseltle but to 
confirm what^ Spcke and Grant b^id accom- 
pliEhed, was bailed with univerflaJ acda- 
matioo. It was felt that Jjivingstooe was 
the man to do it, and when he actnallyset 
ont the world bade him God speed. Not 
many months elapsed, however, until the 
gainfnl intelligence reached ug that the 
JDoclor had been tiratally murdered, that 
his hopeful and uaefnl life bad been pre- 
, maturely endeJ, and that all the high et 
pecL&tjonB we had formed' of him were 
dooiiicd to disappointment.

The "Golden Circle" 
became* C)nnidtble military institution 
in tbe Sonih in Ui« days when the ship of 
Slate Bailed in amooti, dear waletp— bo 
formidable bdeed aa to attempt to over- 
throw the Qovemment, and which suc- 
ceeded iu prodnciog tbe greatest and 
bloodiest civil war the world ever saw. 
The inrtitutiona aje so free aa to allow a 
murderous, treacheroua band of aasasaina 
to parade the streets of their citiea with 
their weapons of warfare in open daylight, 
to mate known their he^iifh mteotionH, to 
plot and conspire to ovathrow a Govern- 
ment with which it it at peace — so free, 
indeed, aa to permit that organbatioQ to 
defy the authority of the Government 
imder which it was nursed into being, and 
outra^ ail the iawa of the decalogue— an 
or^aniiation which their free institutions 
allowed to invade a neighbouring and un- 
ofTecding country, and ahoot down in cold 
hlocd \U TOUDg men and its old men ; and 
through the agency of which Canada is 
now monming the loss of one of ita fore- 
most staleamen, ita most (alented orator, 
and the world's eon of genius. But tbe 
chickens are coming home to roost, the 
seeda which they have sown are beginning 
to yield a terrible and bloody harvest. 
Another secret political ot^qd ii a lion, called 
ihe ^' Ka-KJux-KJao/! baa lately aprung 
□p under the fosteriogcareof Democraoy, 
and one of its firet acts has been the aa- 
Bflssination, in cold bloody of tbe Hon, G. 
W. Aebbum, of Columbia, Georgia, a 
prominent statesman of that State. The 
particulars arc as followa : 

" It Beems Chat Mr. Ashbum lodged in 
a houfie on one of the principal streets in 
the very centre and most puhlie part of 
tbe city. About twelve o'clock on the 
night of his murder — the 31b t nit. — a 
number of persona, with masks on 'their 
facea and otherwise disguised, sorrounded 
the buildiDgj broke open the doors, ami 
entering the room occupied hj Mr. Mh- 
bum, literally riddled hia body with balls. 
Three of tbe shots were of a fatal charac- 
ter — either of which would have cauaed 
almost inatactaueouB death, TwooFtbem 
penetrated Ibehcad — one entering between 
the eyes and tbe other one the mouth, 
tatingan upward direelto^. Hisclotbing, 
it is said, bore eYidenco of somedoEeoh^I 
markfl. The butchering work seems to 
have been entmeled to five of the mur- 
deroufl gang, and the rest were stationed 
60 aa to protect the approaches lo the 
buUdiDg, effectually cutting off all obance 
of escape of theiS- vicfim, and all relief 
from outetde. After tbe crime hid Iv^ 
j>erpetrated, and Ihe asaasains were leav- 
ing the Bcene of their bmtal nigbt'a wort, 
tbe police appeared on the opposite dde of 
the street; but when examined before the 
authoritiea, these guardians of tho peace 
could throw no light upon tbe snhjeot fur- 
ther than thbj that the aasasslns all wore 
ma^a and appeared to be well dressed. 
It is Euroiised that Mr. Aahbum has 
fallen a victim' to (he machinations of the 
' Ku-Klox-KUn,' " ^. . 

Mr. Aahbum was a TTnion politician, 
andbyhb advocacy of radical measures 
had made himself obnosiooa to the " Ku- 
Klux-KJan.*' It b the same party which 
have threatened within the past few days — 
since tbe commencement of 'the Impeach- 
ment trisE-^ButlerjWadeand other Radi- 
cabj with a similar fate to that which has 
befailen the unfortunate Asbburn. The 
horrible butchery haa suddenly opened tbe 
eyes of the leading United States journals, 
and tbe New York Trihunc, alluding to it, 
asks if " it is to be tolerated that a gans 
of ruffians should spread terror far and 
wide in this way." Tho Tribune may 
depend upon it that so long as the United 
States authorities oJbwed Beeret political 
organi nations of one kind to exist without 
any attempt to check them, others will he 
formed also. If the Tribune thinks it 
right that the Fenian organisation ahould 
be allowed to plot against the British Go- 
verument', and instigate such a horrible 
butchery as that which deprived us of the 
lamented HcQee, vVbat reason bna it for 
objecting to the people of the South plot- 
ting against tho Government at 'Washing- 
tODj and assassinating all ihoBC who fitand 
in tJjeirwsy* If the one is right thcotiicr 
is also, and while it is demanding the ^up- 
preasion of the " Ku-Klux-Klao," let the 
Trii/ufic also demand tbo suppression of 
the FeniBne, and it will receive the appro- 
bation of tho civili led world,"

We have carefully examined tho Bill 
brought iu by the Minister of Wilitia, and 
must confesB that we rise from ita perusal 
with moro than au ordinary feeling of dis- 
appointment Wehavel^ere in Ontario, 
tdkeii hb littlo pride to ourselves at the 
loyal alacrity with which, in the hour of 
danger, we obeyed the oall to anns, and 
the feeling ia pardonablejibr we ima^e 
few countriea!*or the same popalatton could 
have produced^ in so Bbort a time, bo nu- 
merous and efficient a body of volunteers. 
It IB true that, aM will ever bo the cnao in 
couDtries wbero the whole population ia 
actively engngcd in iuduatrial pureuita, 
somo difficulty bos boeu fo^d in keeping 
up tbo force to its full atrenglb when the 
cause for ita organiziiiion ficcms to he iu n 
large measure removed, or whooj nt lea^t, 
we have ceased to fcol the aeiual prcsaaro 
of tbo danger. Those who liavc taken a 
warm interest in tho volunteer movement, 
and who believe that our Fjifety iies be- 
hind that force in the prefteneo of real 
dau;jer, had aan^^'uirc bopc^ that the alter- 
atiooH in tho militia laws during the pre- 
heat Eostfion would take tbo shape of a 
fuilhcr and belter (levelopnieul of tho 
volunteer forco; hoped, in fact, that such 
encouragement woutJ have hGcn niforded 
to those joining tbemeclvew to, and labour- 
ing in, Ibis organization, as woulJ havo 
eccurcd tho keeping of tbo forco at its full 
nutnoncal strength, To have secured this 
desirable end Ju Ontario, at Icaet, would 
havo rwiuircd but little — scmo few immu- 
nitiea and privil^es to tho men, which are 
well deserved— and tbo thing was done. 
We aro disposed lo think that all will 
agree vritb ua iu thinking not only that a 
body of mon, eofoiated with tho fcelioga 
wbiob havo over diatioguiebcd our volun- 
teers, is infimtcly preferable to any forco 
which can bo got together under a nystcm 
of forced enrolment, but that some special 
advantages and inducements ehoutd bo held 
out to tboao who oheerfully devoto ijiuoh 
of tbeir time lo prcparuig Ihopisolvca to 
take their pari iu warforo whenever it 
may occur.

^unda, however Blight, gpou which tj> 
attempt a jostjficatum; or there have 
been connected therewith mci^, few or 
^reat in oomber, who were not entirely 
devoid of honesty and honour, Fenian^ 
Um po^eeaaee none of these. Ite whale 
history ia marked with wrongB, ontr^es^ 
robbericB, and co]d;biooded murdere. It 
was started by ODBomputous men whose 
only desire was to serve their own ends, 
Aa aabsequeut events proVed^ they were 
abnply a pack of flwindfers, preying upon 
too creduloufl Iriahmen.
